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NoTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Upon invitation of Dr. A. C. True, official bibliographer for the 
Association of American Agricultural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions, the Superintendent of Documents met with the Association 
on Nov. 18, 1908, and read the following paper which was prepared 
to emphasize the facts of the present wasteful methods of gratuitous 
distribution, the unfortunate condition of the designated depository - 
list, and the value of centralization in matters of disseminating 
government literature. 

It is gratifying to note that the paper was well received and has 
brought in numerous inquiries, thus aiding in the purpose of 
popularizing public documents. 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: It is truly indicative of progress that 
a learned Association such as this should invite remarks on the subject of 
public documents—a subject which until recently has been shunned by the 
majority of those who labor in various ways to disseminate knowledge. It 
is gratifying to note this growing interest, as it will certainly prove 
erroneous the preconceived notions regarding the dryness and uselessness 
of the literature which Uncle Sam prepares and distributes, and when all 
unwarranted prejudice is superseded by an understanding of the true value 
of Government publications, the documents will be more widely used, and 
will be considered a valuable asset in a library, instead of the burden that 
they are, to many, at present. ; 

Every year Government publications increase in number, volume, and 
usefulness. Bureaus which a few years ago were not known outside the 
Department to which they are attached, have by judicious publishing 
brought themselves to the notice of the public, and exerted an influence over 
the thought of the age along the lines of their specialties. In this regard 
no Department has developed more rapidly than has the Department of 
Agriculture. In 1896 the total number of publications issued was 427; 
with 6,561,700 copies as a total; whereas eleven years later, in 1907, the 
aggregate number of publications was 1,415, in editions totaling 16,746,910; 
and you are doubtless aware that the Experiment Stations Office in 1896 
contributed 74 publications with a total of 1,136,850 copies, and in 1907, 283 
publications and 2,404,400 copies to these totals. 

You are, as a body, principally interested in agricultural subjects, but 
the publications of the Agriculture Department are so familiar to you that 
I am not going to allude to them further than to show that they represent 
the bulk of the books we sell and distribute. 

I feel sure you are desirous of knowing what means and methods the 
Government is adopting to aid you in your great educational work, and 
shall therefore tell you of some of the difficulties which oppose the popu- 
larizing of these documents, and of the history and work of the office which 
has to do with supplying the Government publications free to libraries and 
schools, and by sale to individuals—the Documents Office, or the Public 
Documents Division of the Government Printing Office. 

For many years prior to 1895, the distributing of Government books to 
libraries was accomplished through the Public Documents Division of the 
Department of the Interior, but the handling of the publications of one of 
the Executive Departments by another Department never worked harmoni- 
ously, and it was finally decided to transfer the work to a new bureau under 
the jurisdiction of the Public Printer. Accordingly an elaborate plan for 
the establishment and maintenance of the office of the ere of 
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Documents was drawn up for insertion in a printing law then before Con- 
gress, a plan which, had it been enacted, would have fulfilled the hopes of 
document experts and established the methods of distribution on a firm 
basis for future development along economical lines. But alas! this very 
essential portion of the bill was placed upon the altar of sacrifice to the 
great legislative god Compromise, and in its final form was almost unrecog- 
nizable to its framers and promoters, and presents as illogical an enactment 
as was ever placed upon the statute books. 

It was the original purpose to establish, convenient to the Government 
Printing Office, a central distributing agency for all public documents, in 
order to avoid extra handling of the vast number of publications annually 
issued therefrom. In this office were to be consolidated the many distrib- 
uting agencies, thus making it possible to detect and prevent duplication 
in shipments, and, if properly equipped, provide an easy means of compiling 
records for use in obtaining needed legislation in the future. So it was pro- 
posed that this new officer, the Superintendent of Documents, should have 
general supervision of all Government publications, and that to his custody 
should be consigned all documents printed for distribution. But as a result 
of the conciliatory amendments, those publications printed for use of Con- 
gress, the Executive Departments, and the independent publishing offices, 
were excepted from the operation of this provision, virtually leaving the 
Superintendent of Documents in control of the distribution of only such 
publications as he himself should issue, and those which by law were in- 
tended for depository libraries. But centralization in distribution must 
come, and with it will be solved the great questions which are now so vexed 
and difficult of solution. 

At present the Superintendent of Documents distributes the books fur- 
nished by law for the use of one library in each Congressional district, to 
be chosen by the Representative from that district, and one library in any 
part of a State or Territory to be named by each Senator, Delegate, or 
Congressman at Large, which libraries are known as “ designated deposi- 
tories.”” There are also lists composed of four libraries similarly designated 
in each district, to which the current issues of the publications of the 
Geological Survey are forwarded, and of eight libraries in each district 
named as recipients of the weekly issues of the Official gazette of the 
Patent Office. 

To those libraries constituted designated depositories we ship periodically 
one copy of each and every public document printed, except those considered 
confidential or strictly official in character. It is easily seen that this 
privilege is a valuable one to a library which can afford to take care of the 
books sent, but a burden to one unequipped for the work. It is in the 
proper selection of these libraries for the placing of collections of Govern- 
ment publications that I am anxious to interest this Association. We have 
on our lists now some 487 such libraries, out of a possible 615, and I doubt 
if the full number will ever be designated, as it is a question whether there 
are that number, among the nine thousand libraries in the country, able or 
willing to assume the responsibilities of depositories. In the course of a 
year each designated depository library receives on an average from 900 
to 1,000 books and pamphlets, which will occupy in bulk at least fifty feet 
of shelf space. It is no small problem properly to classify and make avail- 
able such a quantity of material, covering subjects ranging from agriculture 
to astronomy, and treating of them in bulletins, circulars, monographs, and 
reports of the most technical nature. 

At a recent session of Congress, regardless of strenuous opposition and 
the exhibiting of the baneful results of such an action, a law was passed 
constituting all of your land grant colleges designated depositories. Of the 
67 libraries notified of the conferring of this great privilege, 15 declined to 
accept the honor, and 2 have since requested to be dropped from the list, 
finding no use for the major part of the material forwarded. I have no 
doubt that many of the others are alike desirous of discontinuing the books 
periodically sent, as they are not permitted to select that class of literature 
which would be of service to them. The theory of depositories involves the 
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placing conveniently throughout the country complete sets of Government 
publications for the use of the people; but even after many years of annual 
expenditures of over $100,000, the designated library, as the depository of 
a complete file of Government publications, is but a theory still. 

No greater good could be wrought in library economy in the various 
States, than a movement looking to the proper location of these depositories, 
and the obtaining of legislation making them permanent, instead of leaving 
them subject to change at the whims of Members of Congress. If perma- 
nently designated after careful selection, valuable and useful collections 
could be built up, where now are scattered, unclassified, and unused sets. 

Another problem which presents itself for solution, and which is second 
only to that of the proper location and privileges to be granted to the deposi- 
tories, is whether gratuitous distribution or sale is most advisable in dis- 
tributing public documents. Perhaps it is too radical to suggest the total 
abolition of the practice of gratuitous distribution, but I would almost prefer 
to run the risk of doing an injustice to a few earnest collaborators rather 
than continue to encumber unoffending libraries or waste valuable printed 
matter on unappreciative constituents. 

It has been demonstrated by practical experience in the past few years 
that the restriction of the free distribution to libraries, institutions of 
learning, and collaborators, does not lessen the interest of the public in the 
publications, but increases it. I would advocate selling all books at a 
nominal figure, just enough to cover the cost of production and distribution, 
which under correct conditions should be comparatively small. With careful 
advertising and keeping customers informed of new publications, not only 
a more logical but a less expensive distribution would result. 

Print all the useful matter you can compile for the benefit of the farmer; 
take pains to notify him of its publication ; provide him with an inexpensive 
and easy means of remitting for the purchase of the books desired; cen- 
tralize the now numerous agencies from which publications and information 
are obtained, and ways and means will have been provided for reaching more 
who would be actually benefited than can ever be reached through the free 
and fitful methods now in vogue. 

In 1896 our office sold 21,363 Government publications; in 1906, 74,806, 
while the annual report for 1908 will exhibit 211,897 copies disposed of. Of 
the latter figure 94,626 copies were Agriculture Department publications, 
nearly as many as the entire sales for 1896 and 1906 combined. It is our 
desire and aim to popularize public documents, and their increased sale is 
largely due to our efforts to make them known. The general routine of 
Government official life gives little time or opportunity for the application 
of those “follow up” and custom catching methods found so profitable in 
the business world, but the Documents Office has only two purposes in life, 
namely: to collect and catalogue the publications as issued, and to make 
them known and supply them to those who may desire to obtain them, 

In fulfilling the first part of our mission we have collected the most com- 
plete file of U. S. Government publications in the world, a collection which 
is used as the basis for all our cataloguing and reference work. We compile 
a Monthly catalogue, which lists all current issues of the month covered; 
a complete index to the numbered publications of Congress, which is issued 
at the close of each regular session of Congress; and the great Document 
catalogues which appear every two years, and contain the permanent record 
of everything published during that period. These catalogues are free to 
libraries, but it is an ‘astounding fact that out of an edition of 2,500 copies 
of the Monthly catalogue, only 1,128 are distributed, though the publication 
has been offered free by sending sample copies to every library in the 
country. 

But what is the use of writing books, publishing, or cataloguing them, 
unless you make them known and available to the people? Had this ques- 
tion been asked and answered years ago, the congestion of three million 
publications, two-thirds of which were either superseded by later editions 
or rendered obsolete by age, would never have embarrassed a Superintendent 
of Documents. But the making of books, of which there truly is no end, 
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continues; the size of editions once established remains the same; and 
without knowledge where best to place the copies published, the publishers 
retain them undisturbed. What a shameful waste of energy, time, and 
money. 

We have done our best to assort the vast accumulation now on hand; 
have made known through the medium of a Free list those which were avail- 
able for library distribution; have put into our stock over a million good 
and useful books; obtained permission to dispose of a greater portion of 
the remainder by sale as waste paper, and procured legislation permitting 
the printing of allotments in editions as needed, to prevent overprinting and 
a repetition of this wasteful accumulation. 

We are printing and circulating price lists and leaflets to your libraries, 
to our customers, and to specially selected lists of names, in the hope of 
disposing of our great store of older publications, as well as those of current 
interest. We are advertising in magazines and daily papers, and displaying 
in the post offices throughout the country a neat list of important publica- 
tions available by purchase, a list entitled in large letters “ Government 
documents for the people.”’ We are sending this also to your schools and 
libraries, and asking you to give it prominence and bring its contents to the 
attention of your students. 

Our reference force is answering hundreds of letters a day, giving refer- 
ences to particular subjects, and informing persons who apply how to obtain 
the desired publications by sale, or where they can consult them in a nearby 
library. 

Careful consideration is given every customer to locate him on the list 
which will insure his receiving notice of future publications in which he 
might be interested, and this is all done because we are anxious to circulate, 
instead of accumulate, public documents. 

We want all the libraries, colleges, and schools to understand that we 
stand ready to assist them in procuring either the information contained or 
the public document itself; that our services to them are entirely free and 
willingly bestowed, as are also the books when in stock; and that their 
interest in our methods and their friendly codperation are what we need in 
order to continue to develop our plan of a clearing house for Government 
publications and a bureau of information regarding their contents. 

I cordially invite you all to visit us in our new and commodious quarters 
in the Annex Building, adjoining the Government Printing Office; and 
solicit your patronage in the future for growing reciprocal benefits in 
another broad field of educational extension and experiment. 


The new numbered series of statistical reports on the consumption 
of American wood, issued by the Census Bureau in codperation with 
the Forest Service and called “ Forest products,” is making rapid 
progress. The numbers issued during November were: 2, Lumber 
cut of United States; 3, Production of slack cooperage stock; 4, 
Consumption of tanbark and tanning extracts; 5, Wood consumed in 
veneer manufacture. The statistics are all for the year 1907. 

Volume 14, Decisions of Comptroller of Treasury, July 1, 1907- 
June 30, 1908, hus been issued; also v. 17, Pension decisions, carry- 
ing a topical index to v. 9-17. 

The Education Bureau’s Bulletin 4, series of 1908, is entirely 
devoted to the interesting subject of Music education in United 
States. The conclusions of the author, Prof. Arthur L. Manchester, 
are thus stated (in part): “It is clear that the present status of 
formal music education is one of transition . . . there is still 
lacking the unity and complete coérdination of effort that should 
characterize a well-grounded scheme of education.” 
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Circular 137 of the Animal Industry Bureau is a reprint from the 
Bureau’s annual report for 1907 and is entitled “ Preservation of 
our native types of horses.” It is likely to be widely circulated and 
to make many interested persons acquainted with the fact that the 
United States Agriculture Department is carrying on several horse- 
breeding establishments, and trying to perpetuate, before it shall be 
too late, the famous breeds of American horses, and especially the 
Morgan horse. The pamphlet has numerous horse portraits. 

The Proceedings of 24th annual convention of Association of 
Official Agricultural Chemists, Jamestown Exposition, Norfolk, Va., 
Oct. 9-11, 1907, are just published. These Proceedings interest a 
large constituency. 

Dr. Howard, the entomologist of the Agriculture Department, has 
published his annual report for 1908. The most of those who read 
it will, we think, be amazed at the view it gives of the magnitude 
of the war waged by the Government against insect pests, and only 
a dull reader can fail to be interested in the history of it. 

One of the shadows which the coming event casts before is the 
Unofficial list of members-elect of House of Representatives and 
their places of residence, 61st Congress, just issued by the clerk 
of the present House. 

Field operations of Bureau of Soils, 1906, being the 8th annual 
report in this series, is now published in collected form, having been 
previously published in 38 separate pamphlets. An atlas will follow. 

Hinds’ precedents of the House of Representatives, including refer- 
ences to provisions of the Constitution, laws, and decisions of the 
Senate, by Asher C. Hinds, clerk at the Speaker’s table, is a ponder- 
ons and monumental work, to be completed in 8 v., of which 4 have 
thus far been published. It is a spacious quarto, and v. 1-4 average 
more than 1100 pages each. Five of the volumes will contain the 
vast collection of precedents, and 3 will be filled with a copious digest 
and index, or index-digest as the author prefers to call it, making 
the whole mass of material easily accessible. In 1898 Mr. Hinds 
compiled the original volume of Hinds’ Parliamentary precedents— 
a quarto of nearly 1200 pages, which, large as it was, was only the 
nucleus from which the greater work has grown. Upon this greater 
work he has been engaged ever since. Nothing needs to be said of 
the desirability of such a work. Parliamentary law is built upon 
precedent, and though Mr. Hinds has been able to carry a large part 
of his eight big volumes in his head, it is not to be expected that 
other people will be able to do so. Those who have their heads 
full of other things, and still wish to know American parliamentary 
law as it has been developed through 120 years’ practice in the 
House of Representatives, must have this book, which in all proba- 
bility will remain the standard authority for many years to come. 
The author is a Maine newspaper man, who came to Washington 
with the late Speaker Reed and has been the right hand of every 
succeeding Speaker. His qualifications for the authorship of a 
compilation of the precedents of the House are beyond dispute. The 
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work is House document 355, in v. 79-85, pt. 2, of the 59th Congress, 
2d session. 

The Annual report of commissioner of patents, 1907, is out. As 
all who are interested know, the report has attached an annual 
index of inventions and patentees. This index may be expected to 
be in unusual demand from the fact that the volume indexes to the 
Official gazette of the Patent Office theretofore issued were not 
published for the year 1907. 

Library sort of people will be interested in the annual report for 
1908 of Mr. W. Dawson Johnston, librarian of the Bureau of Edu- 
eation, which is issued this month. It shows that progress has been 
made and that greater progress is planned. 

The Apprenticeship system in its relation to industrial education, 
by Carroll D. Wright, is a study of more economic importance at the 
present time than it could ever have been before, because of the 
increasing disposition of employers to require trained assistants and 
to consider the best means of getting them. It is published by the 
Education Bureau as Bulletin 6, series of 1908. 

The dissemination of knowledge as to the promotion and preserva- 
tion of the health of human kind continues to occupy a large share 
of the time and thought of scientific investigators and of the people 
at large. We have this month several Government publications in 
this department of inquiry. One is a report of the Transactions of 
6th annual Conference of State and Territorial Health Officers with 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service. Another isa Preliminary 
study of effects of cold storage on eggs, quail, and chickens, by 
H. W. Wiley and others. A third is a circular on Foot-and-mouth 
disease, a malady so contagious that its recent outbreak among the 
domestic animals of Pennsylvania, New York, Michigan, and 
Maryland has alarmed the country. 

The annual reports of surgeon-generals of Army and Navy are 
among the November publications. Each one reports an improved 
health-rate in the branch of the service under his charge. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission’s Accident bulletin 28, 
showing collisions and derailments of trains and casualties to per- 
sons, Apr.—June, 1908, with tables for year ending June 30, 1908, is 
a ghastly record. The killed for the quarter number 591 and the 
injured 13,098. For the year the totals are: Killed, 3,764; injured, 
68,989. And these reports deal only with employees on duty and 
passengers. “Other persons” get killed and injured plentifully, 
but they are not counted in the Accident bulletin, though they are 
in the Annual report of the Commission. Bad though the 1908 
accident record is, it is much better than in preceding years, so far 
as fatalities to passengers by train accidents are concerned. Evi- 
dently the laws requiring the use of safety appliances are doing good. 

An important advance “separate” from Mineral resources of 
United States, calendar year 1907, is the Summary of mineral pro- 
duction for that year. Despite the commercial depression, it was 
the banner year for mineral production, the aggregate values ex- 
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ceeding two thousand million dollars. Coal remains the most valu- 
able mineral product, the year’s production amounting to $614,- 
798,898, while iron amounted to $529,958,000, and gold to only 
$90,435,700. It is an open question whether to rejoice or mourn over 
the increased mineral production. It is not well to forget that coal 
and iron ore are exhaustible and that when exhausted they cannot 
be replaced.

RECENT INDEXES TO THE LAWS 


Since the issue of the Scott-Beaman Index analysis of Federal 
statutes inquiry has sprung up as to whether it is the index which 
was authorized by Senate resolution adopted June 19, 1902, and, if 
not, what are the differences between the two. 

The resolution of 1902 directed the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate to “cause to be prepared” a consolidated index of the 
United States statutes Mar. 4, 1789-Mar. 3, 1903. The work was 
done under the supervision of the late Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts, then chairman of the Judiciary Committee. From 4 to 7 
persons were employed upon it for about 3 years. They did not 
make an original index, but consolidated the volume indexes in the 
volumes of the Statutes at large. When completed it made 4 v. of 
over 1100 pages each. It was published in 1906, but the edition was 
limited to 25 copies, for the use of the Judiciary Committee. These 
were distributed as follows: 18 sets to the 18 members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee; 1 set to the Committee as a body; 
1 to the Senate library; 1 to the Senate document room; 1 to the 
Secretary of the Senate; 1 to the Senate Chamber; 1 to the Senate 
Committee on the District of Columbia; 1 to the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations; 1 to the House Committee on Appropriations; 
1 to the House Committee on the Judiciary; 1 to the Clerk of the 
House; 1 to the Attorney-General; 1 to the Secretary of State—25 
: in all. No appropriation has been granted for printing additional 
¥ P copies, and none has been printed. It will be seen, therefore, that 

this index is not obtainable. 
The Scott-Beaman Index analysis, issued under direction of the 
a, Librarian of Congress, is an original index classified by subjects. 
Volume 1, the only one thus far issued, indexes the Revised statutes 
of 1873 and the general and permanent laws found in the Statutes 
at large, 1873-1907. Volume 2, which will index the private, local, 
and temporary laws, will not be issued until at least two years hence. 
It is thought there may be 8 or 4 v. in all. 


AN ERROR OF THE PRESS 


In the “ up-number” part of the edition of House document 326, 
59th Congress, 2d session, that is, the part sent up to the Capitol in 
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paper covers for the immediate use of Senators and Representatives, 
an unfortunate error occurred. It is in page 9, where the last line 
of the 3d paragraph reads: 

“zens. (The American passport, p. 77.)” 

The correct version is: 

“been a citizen for nine years. (Art. 1, sec. 3.)” 

The document is the important Report on citizenship, expatriation, 
and protection abroad, made by a commission of which James B, 
Scott, David J. Hill, and Gaillard Hunt were the members. As the 
error made nonsense of an important citation, its discovery in time 
to make the correction in the reserve edition which goes to the 
libraries for permanent preservation is fortunate.
